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I, Eric C. Anderson, hereby declare that: 

1 . I am the inventor of the subject matter recited in the claims of the above-identified 
application. 

2. Prior to August 9, 1 996, I conceived of the idea of providing a digital camera 
interface that includes a mark function for allowing a user to mark randomly chosen 
images to create a temporary group of images for collective manipulation. 



3. I conceived of this idea while working for Apple Computer, Inc., in Cupertino, CA, as 
System Architect for Apple's next generation software architecture for image capture 
devices, code-named "FlashPoint". 
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4. Attached as Exhibit A are pages 1 and 3 of a document dated April 15, 1996 .that I 
prepared sunrimarizing inventions conceived for the FlashPoint project. On page 3, 
the second paragraph fronn the bottom is labeled "Method for Creating a Slide Show 
from a Series of Images", which sets forth a description of my invention, as 
described and claimed in the present application. 

5. Attached Exhibit B is a letter dated August 8, 1996 from outside counsel to Eric 
Anderson enclosing a second draft of the present application for review. During the 
course of preparing the present application, the title of the invention had been 
changed to "A Method And System For Grouping Images In A Digital Camera." 

6. On August 23, 1996, the present patent application describing and claiming my 
invention was filed.
